sense judgment

are worshipping the fetish of tech­ 
nicality, and are too tolerant of the 
lawyers’ tricks. Judge Goff conduct­ 
ed the trial of 
lieutenant Becker. 
which ended with a verdict of guil­ 
ty, and that of 
the 
four 
gunmen 
which wan completed last night with 
a similar verdict. The trials consum­ 
ed hut very few days. 
Becker was 
Convicted of complicity in the mur­ 
der of Gambler Rosenthal, and the 
four gunmen of actually committing 
the deed. 
The 
shooting was done 
about four months ago by tile men 
Convicted yesterday, who did it for 
a price. 
• The crime was the most sensation­ 
al of the period, because of the de­ 
tails of the m urder and because it 
involved the integrity 
of 
the New 
York police department, not only In 
the m atter of grafting from gamb­ 
lers, but for the apparent lack of in­ 
stant attention and the subsequent 
failure to apprehend 
the criminals, 
who escaped and had to he hunted 
by the agents of the district attor­ 
ney, who finally 
brought 
them to­ 
gether 
from 
various 
parts of the 
Country. 
The reading public is familiar with 
the trials and testimony. The ablest 
m d most cunning criminal lawyers 
in Newr York defended the accused. 
and but for the sterling qualities of 
Recorder Goff as trial judge 
they 
might have secured advantages for 
their client*- that would have chang­ 
ed the verdict or secured a valuable 
delay. 
Recorder Coff acted in the inter­ 
est of justice, and that Is the real 
function of the 
trial 
judge—to get 
the bare and bottom facts to 
the 
Jury. 
Of course, the

pealed. but Judge Goff has done his 
duty in a plain, common sense way.
